Court and counsel confer regarding the Peremptory Challenge filed on behalf of First 
Amendment Coalition, Los Angeles Times et al. The court verifies that Media Intervenors will 
comply with the conditions previously imposed by the court, i.e., (1) Media Intervenors will file 
a joint brief with ACLU Intervenors and (2) Media Intervenors will not seek attorney fees 
regardless of which trial court hears this case.
